tion, be it resolved that we, the un- 
dersigned students of the Washing- 
ton-Maryland area, fully endorse 
the provisions of the North Atlan- 
tic Pact and urge Its approval by 
the United States Senate.” 

Those who were opposed tp the 
pact felt the need for a minority 
resolution and forthwith presented 
the following: “The Pact, while not 
aggressive per se, and conforming 
to all superficial legality and prop- 
erty serves, however, to reenforce 
and perpetuate the dynamic and 
political factors arising out of pow- 
er politics. Resolved: The North 
Atlantic Pact la a potentially ag- 
gressive force which wiH operate 
in auch a way as to cause the 
breakdown of the last remaining 
threads of universal cooperation

Studenf's ^ye-Vlew Of Teachers 

a THE UNIVERSITY of Michigan’ has aomethini 
worthwhile as Wqll as novri in its turntable treatment 
of faculty membe^ Students arc being permitted ta 
grade their instructors on qualities which either do 
or do not add up to ail-around teariiing ability. Thoaa 
held in a clear consensus to be inept at instructional 
work are to be tranaferred or dropped from their poah 
tiona. The !<%a is to weed out the misfits. 

At Michigan the department heads concerned were 
found to agree .with the students! judgment as to the 
teachers rated "very poor.” It may be wondered than 
why university pfllcials awaited confirmation of their 
own estimates before taking corrective action. Whpt> 
ever the explanation may be, it is noteworthy that 
those with most at stake personally in the question 
of whether Instruction is good or bad arc at last being 
aliowcd a direct hand in its improvement 

The Michigan plan is being examined widriy and ia 
saM to be a process of ad<w>tion at a few other adwola, . 
Ita advantagcR can be measured on a common- ssnaa 
basis. The fact that someone is u expert scholaf ^ 
and has earned a mastqrW or a doctor’s degree doM 
not neceasarlfyi qualify him aa a teacher. His sehcdaiv - 
ah^ may be toe much on the academic tide or he may, 
have personality flaws making him dully ineffective ia 
the classroom. All studepts may not agree in sizing 
up an instructor. But it U a safe bet -that a majorlE 
r ep res en ting several different daasee will not be nfc 
lectlvdy wrong or unfair.

Both were sung well ; Melchior seemed 
to have warmed up considerably at this point and as he focused his 
tones better some of the old, familiar ring crept into his voice at 
times. Lighter exQerpts from the movies in which he has appeared 
rounded out Jhe program which was enthusiastically received by_ 
the audience. - 

Of course, Lauritz Melchior is not as young as he once was but, 
U wts his mind to it, he can still dorquite well for himself and 
lor his audiences. His engaging personality establishes rapport 
between him and his audience at ftie program’s outset. Hence, 
half the battle is won without even a skirmish. However^ Melchior 
should not have undertaken a tour so soon after returning from his 
much publicized African safari. It is impossible lor a singer to 
take a prolonged vacation and then — like turning oft'ir'faucet — 
start giving concerts agaiil without a certain amount (usually a 
liberal amount) of careful preparation. This was certainly quite 
evident last Wednesday night ; let us hope Melchior does not make 
this mistake again.

Pii Chi Group 
Hears Mosel 


• HYPNOSIS IN the treatment of 
neurotic disorders, was discussed 
and demonstrated by James Mosel,' 
asslstlnt professor of. f>sychoiogy 
at a meeting last Friday of PsI Chi, 
the Univafsity’s psychology hon* 
orary. 

Professor Mosel -pointed out In 
his lecture that hypnosis is useful 
in treating those cases where the 
patient in a waking state Is unable 
to reveal certain essential informa- 
tion to. the therapist. He also said 
that hypnosis is sometimes helpful 
In cases of hysteria where the 
hysterical symptoms can be alle- 
viated or cured by what is known 
as post-hypnotic suggestion, which 
consists of telling the pgtlent while 
under hypnosis that upon awaken- 
ing his condition will be cured. 

Professor Mosel demonstrated 
this phenomenon of post-hypnotic 
suggestion by hypnotizing a meip- 
ber of the audience, telling h^r 
that one minute after she awoke 
she would stand up and shout “hal- 
leluiah.'* Although the speaker 
was in the midst of lecturing to 
the group at the timep one mlhute 
after she awoke from the hypnotic 
state, the girl shouted as dlrectei^.- 

Historically, hypnosis was first 
used In preventing pain during sur- 
gical operations and added that had 
It not been for the fact that ether 
was discovered about the same 
time, hypnosis might have becoihe 
the major 'anesthetic. He said thht 
a patient In a hypnotic state can be 
rendered Insensible to pain of any 
kind. 

To demonstrate the technique of 
hypnosis. Professor Mosel selected 
several subjects at random from 
the audience, brought them to the 
front of the room, and hypnotized 
them before the group. While do- 
ing so. one lady In the middle of 
the audience also went under the 
influencf and Professor Mosel had 
her walk, while sleeping, to the

JAPANESE MEDICINE 

Prior to 1947, the Japanese Medical Association was a govern- 
ment bofly in which membership was ^compulsory. The society was 
dMicated to the control of medical practice and the upholding ol 
national policy. After reorganization along democratic lines, mem- 
bership in the society became voluntary. Its new aims were to 
Itromote medical ethics, imprpve and propagate medical knowledge 
and techniques,' and advance public health as a means of improving 
social welfare. 

A, public health education program for ,the general public, 
which had never belore existed in Japan, was 'undertaken in 1947. 

A Council on Medical Education was formed in 19^ and its 
Ncommendatlons started a sound medical education system. By 
1952, graduates in medicine will have completed four years of 
university training, including laboratory and clinical aspects. One- 
year of Internship and a passlag grade oa an examination will then 
be aecesaary to obtain license to pracUet;. Heretofore, the Japanese 
,sohools had operated on the didactic German system with little 
,‘Or no laboratory or clinical teaching. Graduation from medical 
'aohool was the only requisite for the obtaining of a license, and no 
•xarolnation or clinical experience was required.
